Based on the physical characteristics of the^o- 
rifling impressions, the Q64 bullet could havS 
from the Remington rifde, Q2. The Q64 bullet ha 
distorted due to mutilation and insufficient ma 
for identification remain on this bullet. Ther 
it was not possible to determine whether or not 
fired from the Q2 rifle. 


The Q64 bullet is identical in all re 
observable physical characteristics to the 150 
bullets in the five loaded *30—05 Springfield c 
Peters cartridges, Q4 through Q8. 

Based ° n physical characteristics, sp 
and the cartridge case, Q3, could originally ha 
portions of the same cartridge, which would be 
through Q8 cartridges. No marks are p 
on Q64 of the type which would permit determini 
whether or not the Q64 bullet was originally a 
the- cartridge represented by Q3.
